In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner Fletcher called A/R Calder to discuss claims 9 and 10 as 
being non-statutory, as was told him by a 101 panel. Examiner Fletcher noted that the claim language "a medium for" 
is simply any medium capable of storage, and is not limited by the presence of stored data on it, and recommended 
removal of the word "for" from the claim. 

Examiner Fletcher further noted that the recitation of "and/or data" was rejectable under 1 12.2, as data does not cause 
a computer to process, but rather is information that a computer can process under control of a program, and 
recommended removal of the language from the claim. 

Examiner Fletcher further noted that the recitation of "all or some" in the claim was broadening the language of the 
claim depended on, and would actually claim the matter in claim 1 before being amended to roll in allowable matter. 

A/R Calder suggested eliminating the two recitations, proposing "a computer to carry out functions of the transfer rate 
controller..." 

Examiner Fletcher acknowledged that such a recitation would be acceptable. 

Examiner Fletcher further noted that claim 10 was non-statutory, as it describes a disembodied program, which is not 
patentable. A/R Calder noted that any amendment to put the program on a medium would tend to duplicate claim 9, 
and expressed the opinion that it might need to be cancelled. Examiner Fletcher agreed that there appeared to be no 
way to save the claim without making it duplicate claim 9. 

A/R Calder noted that he needed to contact the client in Japan, and would be sending a fax immediately, hoping for a 
reply on Tuesday, 1 1 January 2005, and requested holding action until that time. 

Examiner Fletcher noted that the case is in after-final condition, and that the ten days for action would expire tomorrow, 
so that was acceptable. 

On 1 1 Janury 2005, Examiner Fletcher received a telephone call noting that the agreed-upon claim language was 
acceptable to the client, and that a copy of that language would be sent by fax to the examiner for entry in an 
Examiner's amendment. That fax was received, and is in compliance with the agreed-upon language, placing the 
application in condition for allowance. 

Examiner Fletcher received a telephone call from an associate of A/R Calder, inquiring as to the status of the 
application, which was believed to be allowed. Examiner Fletcher discovered that application was returned to the 
examiner for additional concerns regarding an antecedent basis problem with the term "the decoding system" in 
amended claim 9. 

Examiner Fletcher contacted A/R Calder regarding language that would be acceptable. A/R Calder contacted the 
client and received permission to amend claim 9 with the language suggested by Examiner Fletcher's SPE. Q/R 
Calder further granted Examiner Fletcher permission to cancel claim 9 and resubmit the suggested claim language as 
a new claim, since the dependency was changed to claims that followed the amended claim 9.
